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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Board and Citizens of Unity: 


It will be noted by the statistical report that there are 
six more pupils enrolled in the schools this year than there 
were last year. With a small number in the graduating 
elass this year and with about a normal entering class next 
vear there should be about 100 enrolled next year. 


Crowded conditions prevail at East Unity. If people 
continue to move to this part of the town and work in New- 
port it will soon become necessary to make provisions for 
another room there. This. will be necessary if we are to 
do the grade of work there which will be satisfactory to all. 
If we can create a superior school there it is quite likely 
that it will be an incentive to attract more residents. Noth- 
me is a surer guarantee of attracting people for living in 
any locality than supplying good educational facilities. I 
am mentioning the above facts for consideration and for 
whatever action the citizens of the town may see fit to take 
at some future time. When it is considered that Miss 
Brungot has had more than 30 pupils all the year with all 
eight grades represented, I think she is to be congratulated 
for the suecess with which she has handled a difficult situa- 
tion. ‘To meet with any degree of success with so heavy a 
teaching load requires executive ability as well as trained 
teaching ability. She has possessed both these in satisfae- 
tory quantity according to my own observation. She should 
be given every encouragement by the citizens of this part 


of the town. 


To get the proper view of present conditions at the Cen- 
ter school, it is necessary to think back to the conditions 
that existed when it was a one-room school. With a school 
as large as it was as a one-room school with all the grades 
represented, usually either the upper or lower grades are 
neglected. With the school arranged as it is at present 
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with four grades in either room it is possible to give each 
gerade twice as much time than formerly. With good teach- 
ing this should turn out pupils twice as well prepared as 
formerly. 


When pupils go from rural to high school it becomes nec- 
essary for them to compete with pupils prepared in grades 
where the teacher has but one grade. This places the pupil 
from a rural school at a handicap from the beginning, con- 
sequently it is well to provide the most efficient arrange- 
ment possible in our schools. This is what has been done 
at the Center. It is equally advantageous for other pupils 
not going to high school. It will be noted that less pupils 
desire to drop out of school as soon as possible. 


Whenever a change is made for the better at any school 
it always takes some time to work out all the possibilities 
for betterment. I shall expect it to take a year or so to 
bring this school to its highest efficiency. One of the things 
most necessary now is to build a separate chimney for the 
primary room and install a school room heater in the room. 
One can little realize the difference in two rooms, one 
heated with a stove and the other with a ventilating sys- 
tem, until they actually observe the contrasted conditions 
in the two rooms on a eold day. 


In the school room stove-heated children will have flushed 
faces and dull eyes, some lolling on their desks or with 
hands to aching heads and periodically sneezing. In the 
ventilated room just the opposite of these conditions pre- 
vail. Iam mentioning this here as these were just the con- 
ditions observed at the Center school toward the last of the 
fall term. 


Fuel is a small part of school cost. If vastly better re- 
sults can be obtained due to more healthful conditions in a 
ventilated room, one should be provided in the primary 
room at the Center. It is more necessary to provide such 
equ:pment in a school of large enrollment than in one of 
small enrollment, as the consumption of air from breath- 
ing is more. 
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A school of five pupils is rather a difficult proposition in 
which to get much enthusiastic competition in school work. 
That is the reason why it has been a wholesome thing for 
the pupils in the western part of the town to combine them 
all in one school. The teacher at this school seems to have 
the faculty of keeping the children happy and co-operative 
and at the same time imparting to them a great amount of 
useful knowledge. The County school house has been put 
in very acceptable condition for accommodating its enroll- 
ment. With present indications it is likely that it will be 
unnecessary to provide more than one school in this part of 
the town for some time. As long as the enrollment does 
not go above twenty pupi!s it should be combined in a sin- 
ele unit. 

I think if we will maintain our present course of study 
over a term of a few years our pupils will be better pre- 
pared to do their high school work. In conference with 
those who have had charge of pupils going to high school 
from Unity, I know this is the most urgent problem in our 
schools at the present time. So it is imperative that we 
should hold our schools to the conditions we find them in 
now as to equipment and put more and more emphasis 
on application to the details of the several subjects that 
our pupils may go out from our schools better prepared to 
do the work that is before them, whether it be in the com- 
munity or in some high school or eventually a college. Let 
us hope we may find one pupil who can go on to college that 
others may have a higher goal set up for them. 

With the fine co-operation that I have had from the mem- 
bers of the School Board and the tacit backing from the 
citizens of the town, I am very grateful. Let us look for- 
ward to the conclusion of a successful year. It is hoped 
that parents will take a greater interest in the Flag Day 
exercises of each year. This is a big day for the pupils and 
a real event in their lives. It is very great to them although 
it may seem small to us. Let us give them our moral sup- 
port in this event and encourage them by our presence.
